He Says, Speaking To Associated 
Press, Upon Anniversary of Great 
German Drive Toward Amiens 

(By Associated Press) 
Paris, March 21 — ^Mardial Foch re- 
minded today of the Wniversary of 
the great German offensive toward 
Amiens which he later turned into a 
retreat, was asked to explain his 
method. He said tiiere is too modi to 
tdl in a few words bat that 'Sriien me 
has faith one does not retire. You 
tell I gave the victory to France. It 
was our admirable soldiers who gave- 
it. I have but one merit, that of nev- 
er despairing." 

A year ago today; the German 
aqny, at the peak of its power, peinr- 
ed down on the British lines in Picar- 
dy, bait on winning an overwhelming 
victory before the Americans should 
reach the front. Within less than nine 
moths the American first and second 
armies had broken the hinge of the 
whole enemy treat vriXb ibe captnre 
of Sedan, ^^e decided victories had 
been won by'the Ctritidi and Frendi. 
Today Germany no hmger exists as a 
military power. Her gigantic war 
machine has collapsed and the Amer- 
ican army she sought to avoid stands 
astried the Rhine with the Britidi and 
Franch and all Germany at tiieir 
mercy.

Now A Major General

Vitii plcaumre' tibe wiitt' «f sennonB, 

given in the Christian church by Dr. 
Johri Eoberston, D. D., LL. D., of 
Glasg&w, Scotland, and will also re- 
raenbefr Oat be left Bidimond to Join 

the Scotch lads as Chaplain. He has 

since then been promoted for bravery 
in battle. Tuesday's Courier Journal 
had the fotlowin|; of interest to his 
many friends Iwr^: 

The Rev. John Robertson, D. D., 
LL. D.. one of the most noted divines 
of Great Britain, and former pastor of 
the City Temple, Glasgow, Scotland, 
will conduct a series of meetings in 
the Ruggles street Baptist church, 
Roxbury, says the Boston Transcrint. 
During the war Dr. Robertson wrs a 
Major and Chaplain with the Biitish 
Expeditionary Force in France. For 
services rendered at the battle of the 
Somme, where he was Chaplain of a 
Scotch regiment, and led the men in a 
heroic charge after the officers >- 
been killed, he was breveted a Major 
General in the British army for barv- 



He is widely known throup'hout the 
United States, havina: made many 
fn'pnd? h<^rp during his first trip in 
189.3, when the late Dwight L. Moody, 
took him to Chieagn to preach, intro- 
ducing him as "the Sootdi evangelist" 
He wns in the United States again be- 
fore the war and established a college 
at Lewisburg, W. Va.. for the training 
of theological students. On taking 
up- this work of instruction Dr. Rob- 
ertson had conferred upon him n third 
desrree, t^^at of LL. D.. bv the Univor- 
sity of GlasETOw. It is hirrhest honor 
for schol.irship awarded by that aca- 
demic body. 

Now that the v.-pr is over Dr. Rob- 
ertson will not rf-tin-n to his profes- 
sor's rhgir, but has decided to d^-T.+e 
himself to a five-vonr evangeli^^tic 
tour of the wr-rld, " ith anpointments 
in Australia. New Zealand and India, 
in addition to the United States and 
Cmtfd'i. Hi began the first mission 
of his world tour on Februrav 23. at 
Lexington, Va., where he condifted a 
conference of students r\t the Wash- 
in f>+oT> rnd Leo University. He will 
visit Boston, Philadelnhia. and ■J^asb- 
inpton. D. C.. in Succession. 

Among Dr. Robertson's friends in 
ATriTic.a was the late Theodore Roose- 
velt, on whorn he c^-ll^d some months 
ago at the Hai-vard Club. New York. 
Of this inte'^iew Dr. Robertson says 
"As I waited a breeze seemed sudden- 
ly to fill the come in." 

"After our hri»4 introdrtrtorv re- 
marks he said. "The best bit of me is 
Scotch at»d Dutch... T answered, "es- 
necinllv th" former," He laughed his 
befirtv laugh. 

*• ■ "As I ST>oke of the battle of the 
Somme in 1916, when the British lost 
from their ficrhting forces in sixteen 
we^s. J^OCOOO n»en. he said, the 
mountains around mv native home in 
Scotland — Thopf'ore WrinyiT-lt had 
ronrn. s'ich a bree-^o ts I hnd ^^elt from 
'Great Britain — thinkers such as he 
never used the word 'Ennrland' — 'Great 
Britain.' 'True ' I renlied. 'and the 
German plan was ip three weeks. 
Paris; in six weeks, Petrograd; nine 
weeks. London: in thirteen weeks. 
New York, and tiic worid was thdi's.' 

"He renlied with an outburst. 1 did 
not wait'' He held out his hand and 
the Scotchman from the front gripped 
it and said. 'No, the whole world 
toiows vou fid not wait.' He th»n told 
me of his sons and others of his kin 
who were of-cunied in the great war. 
As wo bade one pnother good bye at 
the door he said, 'By Geo^Ee, I. woold 
like to sit under you.' 

Dr. Robertson " is author of two 
books on the war, "The Two Crosses." 
How Andrew Cameron Won Them," 
and "The Midnight Cry, or the Guns 
at Aramgeddon." When he preaches 
he wears the uniform of his rank in 
the British army, that of Major.

After-The-War Problems 
Affect Telephone Service 

WHILE the nation was under the stress in* 
cident to winning the war, we asked oar 
^, . -subscribers and the public to be patiait 
%vidi the tdephone service and to limit its use as 
much as practicable in order that we might handlis 
die urgent business of the nation efficiently. 

Now that tbs amustice has been signed and 
Kostiiities have ceased, we are confronted with 
problems of the reomstruction period, which are 
equally as serious and which will require time and 
patience lor solutkm. * 

The policy of frankness which we have prao* 
ticed pnxnpts us to make it clear that the difficul- 
ties under which we are now operating are such 
that it y/fll be many months before we can bring 
iour s6ii^ back to the standard of efieien^pTO* 
. irailing prior to the European war. 

The abnormal increase in the volume of tele- 
phone calls due to war activities created a need 
tor a greats number of curators and we have 
been cfiigendy builcEng up an enlarged operating 
force. Whan this situation was very well in hand 
last fall the influenza ^idemic played havoc with 
our forces and our lones froin imiesa alKldea^ 
are still akuAning. As a result of this condbmatidii 
of circumstances, the percentage of new and inex- 
perienced operators is large and there is now a 
serious shortage although our tripning schools are 
graduating large classes every month. 

jythou^ our service has suffered from these 
causes the public has been considerate and we 
have been able to handle a heavier traffic than 
seemod humanly possible and have installed 
pron^idsr and operated i^dently the telqph(»ie 
plants required by the gcrvemmeijt at aimy canqtt 
and other similar institutions. 

The ctuation confronting our service is mom 
seriona bow than it was when fighting was -in 
progress. The public has relaxed from its ten- 
sion and is inclined to expect our service to at 
once assume its pre-war efficiency. We deem it 
our duty to make this frank statement and urge 
you to oootinue the conservatitm of the service 
which proved so helpful during the time of <xax 
nation's greatest need. 

We are operating tke tdephone syston as 
agents for the federal government under the su- 
pervision of the Postmaster General, and our loyal 
orgzmization is making a patriotic effort to perfect 
the service. Your ccmtinued cooperation and 
encouragement will be aiqnedated.
